27.  Renewal  of  registration, — Every  enrollment  of  a person  as  a physiotherapist  or  occupational  dicrapist  made 
in  the  Register  shall  remain  in  force  for  a period  of  five  years  and  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time  for  a period  of  Five  years 
on  an  application  being  made  by  him  in  such  form,  in  such  manner,  within  such  period  and  on  payment  of  such  fees  as  may 
be  prescribed. 

28.  Professional  conduct. — ( 1 ) The  Council  may  by  regulations  prescribe  standards  of  professional  conduct  and 
etiquette  and  a code  or  ethics  for  physiotherapists  and  occupational  therapists. 

(2)  Regulations  made  under  sub-scclion  (1)  may  specify  which  violations  thereof  shall  constitute  professional 
misconduct  and  such  provision  shall  have  effect  notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  any  law'  for  die  lime  being  in  force.
